The long nnd in many leapeots tedious 
session of Congress bos brought some good 
to tho country. In the course of tho often 
fruitless debates the republican leaders have 
slowly, and, as it seems to us, with too timid 
steps, elaborated a policy on which appar­ 
ently they are willing to appeal to the coun­ 
try. It is a policy which has at least the 
merit of appealing for support to all parts 
of tho country, and when it is openly and 
formally promulgated the party will no 
longer lio under the reproach of being soc- 
tional. It will become at once and con­ 
clusively a national party; its policy will 
obtain supporters among influential and 
honest men in tho South os well us tho 
North, and it may oven be that iu tho end 
w’ith this policy tho republicans will bo 
able to carry moro Southern States, by fair 
argument and open discussion, than the 
democrats. 
'Jho policy tow’ard which tho republican 
party is openly drifting and to which its 
leading men are more and more frankly 
committing themselves is one which al­ 
ways had a largo share of favor in the 
South. It is tho policy of Henry Clay- 
and of the old whig party, which was 
once potent in several Southern Slates 
and numbered among its supporters many 
of the ablest men of that section before the 
slavery issue swallowed up all others. It 
will be stronger in the South now than it 
was in the days of Clay’s greatest ascend­ 
ancy, because manufactures are springing 
up iu almost all the Sonthern States, and 
because there is greater favor than ever 
before for subsidies and internal improve­ 
ment grants. 
Tho republican policy is evidently to take 
ground for a distinctly protective tariflf, for 
subsidies to such enterprises as foreign 
steamship lines and one or two railroads, 
and for liberal grants in aid of internal im­ 
provements. Such a policy is not now, as 
we have said; it is tho policy of Clay and 
tho old whig party; it is a policy lor and 
against which many of the greatest states­ 
men of tho Union and of all sections havo 
battled; and one in favor of which not only 
can strong arguments be made, bat what is 
of great importance, ono which will gain 
adherents in all parts of the Union. Its 
adoption will prove that the republican 
leaders have not lost all troc grip of 
statesmanship, and it is certain to 
give their 
party a new lease of 
life, because those questions are na­ 
tional and their discussion is endless. 
They ore, or at least they involve, the real 
and legitimate grounds of differonoo be­ 
tween political parties in this country. 
Many signs show us that tho party loaders 
are ready to put forth this iiolicy, and not 
least among them this, that so shrowd and 
far-sighted a politician as Mr. Blaine is 
found tho only republican and the only 
Northern man on tho Senate Committee on 
Mississippi Levees. 
The time is ripe for the declaration of 
such a policy. The Southern question, on 
which tho repnblioans have harped so long 
and with such constant loss, is at last out 
of tho way. It is a striking evidence of 
how little brains are nowadays given to 
party management that they are so loath to 
lot go of a policy which has brought them 
only oontinnal disaster and loss; so that 
after eight years of steady adherence to it 
they havo substantially lost both houses of 
Congress and could put in their President 
only by acts which are a disgrace 
to them. Tho currency question is also 
substantially settled. With Congress about 
to adjourn, paper money within a fraction 
of par of gold, and industry reviving, as 
tho increased revenues show, there can be 
herealt-r no important questions relating 
to tho cnrroucy - none at least which will 
not be soUlcd by common consent If the 
Silver act remains on the statute book this 
country will bo before 1880, as China and 
India ore, a silver cunntry ; its paper money 
will bo bAsed on silver alone, and there will 
bo no currency issue. If, on the other 
hand, silver shtill prove too inconvenient 
the Silver act will bo repealed by general 
consent of both parties. In any case it is 
safe to say that the currency quoation, on 
which both parties are divided end which 
is alike dangerous to both, will not bo 
dragged forward by cither when resumption 
is, as it will be, an accomplished fact. 
With these two troublesome and danger­ 
ous questions settled, and “oat of polities,” 
there remains nothing, in fact, lor parlies 
to divide upon except just those policies on 
which, as wc Bcs, the ropablicans are taking 
ono side, and on which, as is oqoaily plain, 
tho mn.su of tho democrats hold the oppo­ 
site. For tho republicans to appeal to tho 
country lurthcr on tho Honthorn issue 
would bo not merely rank demagogism— 
it would bo for them to taint themselves 
with substantially a revolutionary policy. 
They would bo seen to openly prefer soo- 
tionolism to tho interests of the whole 
country ; and with pcaco and good will be- 
twoon tho ruccu cunlosscdly existing in tho 
South ; with proupcrity uud good gov- 
emmont cstnblisbod in place of tho 
misrule nnd robbery they so long 
couutcnaucEMl ; and, with a I’rosident 
plcdgrd publicly to local scll-govcrnment 
nnd doterniincd not to snffor tho use of 
troops or United States marshnls in carry­ 
ing elections, if tho republicans should 
now raise tho bloody shirt in tho North 
tlioy would simply confess themselves in­ 
capable blunderers and silly revolution­ 
aries, who mnnt Inll under tho contempt 
and aversión of the people. 
There must bo two political parties in this, 
os in every free ouiintry, and in all parts of 
it. Any parly policy which compels tho 
whole of the iulclligencp, charnctor and 
wealth of a coiiimnnity into one party is a 
gravo niischicl for thut riosou alone. nVny 
policy which divides tho intelligence, 
oharacter and w*caltb of a State or 
community in two parties is to that 
•xtcut a good nod safe policy. As on in­ 
dependent journal, bound to neither polit­ 
ical party, but aiming only at the good of 
tho whulo country, tho H r r a l u welcomes as 
a very great g^wd tho tendency of imrties 
to range themselves on what Senator Lamar 
once called the new qucstions, but which 
are in reality tho oldest party questions in 
this country. It may be disagreeable to 
soiiio doniocnits to see tho solid doroocratio 
vote ci the South broken ui). Wo see that it 


is disagreeable to many of the republican 
leaders to give up the Southern question, 
about which they have so long battled 
and on which they can conveniently use up 
their old speeches. But the country is tired 
of thrashing straw; it is wearied of hearing 
questions discussed which every business 
man knows to be dead and which every 
business interest wishes to remain in their 
graves. Tho republicans who wish to place 
their party on a new and national policy are 
wise. They have not much time to lose; but 
if they seise their opportunity aud use it 
well they may yet rescue themselves from 
tho demoralising defeat which has threat­ 
ened them. 


Ttoe C ohoes In d u s trie s. 
The correspondent sent by tho H erald to 
inquire into the business of manufacturing 
towns, having completed the circuit of New 
England, is paying a visit to tho thriving 
city of Cohoes, eight miles or so north of 
Albany, and ono of the most interesting 
and growing manufacturing towns in tho 
oountry. It is situate at the Cohoes Falls, 
and, like the Now England manufacturing 
towns, it depends on water power. We arc 
notcompoUnt to judge whether the abund­ 
ant water power supplied by the de­ 
scending streams of this country gives 
our manufacturers 
any considerable 
advantage over those of England. It ought 
to do BO, notwithstanding the cheapness of 
English coaL Still, it costs a good deal to 
construct the dams, sluices, &c., by which 
water power is utilized, and it is sometimes 
owned and let out At Cohoes, for exam­ 
ple, the water power is owned by tho Co­ 
hoes Company and tho mills pay an annual 
rent for tho use of tho water. We once 
heard a distinguished Now England cotton 
manufacturer express the opinion that wo 
l>os8cs8 no real advantage over England iu 
the fact that our mills aro run by water in­ 
stead of steam—an opinion which surprised 
US at the time and still staggers us. But 
when tho water power, that free gilt 'of na­ 
ture, has been bought up in any locality 
and has become a monopoly it may bo al­ 
most os expensive as steam. 
Our correspondent represents Cohoes as 
moro prosperous than any of the Now Eng­ 
land towns which he has been visiting. 
Instead of running on threo-quarterH time 
its mills aro turning out goods to tho full 
extent of their capacity, although at barely 
nominal profits. Their ability to keep 
running on fall time is attributed to the 
excellence of their improved machinery, 
especially in that particular branch of in­ 
dustry in which Cohoes takes the load of all 
other American towns—namely, the manu­ 
facture of knit goods. Cohoes excels even 
Nottingham, in England, in tho production 
of undershirts, drawers and hosiery. It is 
rapidly rising to a complete control of tho 
American market in this species of goods, 
and its supremacy is not owing to the pro­ 
tective tariff, bat to tho exoeilenco of tho 
labor saving machinery in use at Cohoes. 
If revenue necessities permitted the total 
abolition of a tariff we havo no doubt that 
the peerless inventive ganins of our people 
would, within ten years, render all foreign 
competition hopeless. Bnt s» long as our 
monnfactarors lean upon tariff crutches 
they are less likely to loam to walk nlono. 
Ono oir the gchtlemcn with whom our 
oorrcspondent conversed expressed a just 
opinion as to tho depressing effect on our 
manulactares of heavy local taxation. It 
is not merely blind and foolish tariffs that 
fetter American industry. Excessive local 
taxes are also a crippling impediment. Wo 
can illustrate this by reference to tho effect 
of excessive rates of interest. In England 
tho average rate is about four per cent, and 
in this country seven per cent. This gives 
tho English manufnoturor an important ad­ 
vantage. If instead of seven per cent 
the American rate were ten per cent, 
so great a difference would enable tho 
English to undersell us in every foreign 
market. Bet throe per cent local taxation 
would have ihe samo effect. If tho Ameri­ 
can manufacturer pays seven. per cent for 
the use of money and three per cent in 
local taxes the effect on his business is ihe 
same as if ho hod to pay ten per cent for tho 
use of money, a rate which no steady, set­ 
tled business can bear. While wo are ex­ 
posing the ruinons effect of an exorbitant 
tariff wo must not overlook the similar effect 
of exorbitant local taxation. 


An iRsns w ltli tlis A ldsrm sa. 
The public will await with considerable 
interest the issae of tho struggle between 
tho llecordor and tho Aldorsion. In an 
address to the Orand Jury yesterday Judge 
H ickott declared that he would lay boforo 
that body tho proof that tho Aldermen had 
violated tho city charter in granting per­ 
mits for street booths, and it was his inten­ 
tion to teach them a “lesson." Tho lesson 
to which ho refers of course means an in­ 
dictment, and if they are convicted before 
him the imposition of the full penalty pre­ 
scribed by the law for its violation. This 
determined action upon his part will bo 
commended by tho groat majority of our 
citizens, and if his “lesson” shall bo effect­ 
ive in making tho Aldermen andthoir suc­ 
cessors do bettor in the future they will bo 
all the more pleased. Tho Recorder has 
already taken the Board of Health in hand. 
If it would not be imposing too much labor 
ni>on him and tho (Irand Jury wo wish ho 
would cast his eye upon tho so-called Street 
Cleaning Bureau and see what ho can do 
with that exemplary body. But, after all, 
ono at a time is sufllcient, and when tho 
Aldermen and the Health Board are dis­ 
posed of tho other gentlemen will bo in 
order. According to tho present outlook 
the City Fathers need not tronblo thom- 
sclvoa about looking for summer board this 
season.

By tho DOR'S from San Francisco thoro is 
reason to apprehend that this country is 
not to be saved just yot Kearney, accused 
of c irruption, insanity and Ctcáurism, has 
been turned out of his splendid position os 
heail man of tho revuln'tion, despite his 
protest; and notwithstanding his declara­ 
tion ol an intention to take charge of tho 
mooting aud try himself has been huatlod 
out of the ball and compelled to insurrcot 
himself in the streets. This is always the fate 
of men who dovoto themselves to the cause 
of tho people. If they indulge thuir little 


eccentricities they are' insane; if they are 
resolute it is arrogance, and if they merely 
help themselves to a few dollars out of the 
funds it is corruption. We hope Kearney 
will be mad about it and keep mml and let 
the people save themselves hereafter. 


T h e NatioM M l P a r ty . 
Tho Pennsylvania State Convention of 
tho now political party which has been 
rising for some time iu tho West, and which 
makes this first formal, if not formidable, 
appearance in the East, ooiupletod its busi­ 
ness in Philadelphia yesterday, and ad­ 
journed sine die. The Convention nomi­ 
nated, smoRithly enough, a ticket for State 
ofiicers ; but its proceedings wore not har­ 
monious respecting the platform. Its ses­ 
sion of Wednesday ran far into Thni-sduy 
morning, the adjournment for tho day not 
taking place until nearly three hours past 
midnight Before ottempting to ostimato 
this protracted quarrel ovor tho platform lot 
us glance at the general significance of tho 
movement. Wo must bo just oven to tho 
wildest political freaks. Wo decline to de­ 
nounce the national party as a set of Comr 
munists. Communism, in the Paris sense, 
has mode no progress in this country. There 
are small knots of crazy Communists in a 
few of our large cities, but as yot they have 
no considerable lollowing. 
Thera is no 
other country where respect for property is 
so widely diffused os in tho United 
States, because there is no other where 
so largo a proportion of tho inhabitants 
aro ownci-8 of property. The younger, 
moro euorgetio and moro infiucntial 
portion of our citizens who possess no prop­ 
erty hope to acquire property, and have tho 
same respect for its rights that tho majority 
of os yet single people havo for tho rights 
and sacrodness of marriage. Communism, 
in tho European sense, will take no root in 
the United States so long as energy, econ­ 
omy and business capacity retain their 
chances of rising to competence and possi­ 
bly to wealth. Neither men who possess 
property nor men who hope to acquiro 
property are in danger of becoming Com­ 
munists, although demagogues practising 
upon discontent and ignorauoo may load 
thorn into errors; but into no errors, wo 
think, which discussion and instruction 
may not rectify. 
Tho growth of the national party only 
proves that our regular political parties are 
losing their control over the public mind. 
They havo lost respect bocanso they have 
ceased to deserve iL These effete organiza­ 
tions are thrashing over the old straw of 
spent issues. It is no wonder that the peo­ 
ple are ready to run alter political mounte­ 
banks. When the regular physicians of a 
place forfeit ooufidenoe by their wont of 
skill and their patients die under their 
hands quacks will get a lucrative practice 
in tho place which is so afilicted. 
Tho rising influence of the national 
party demonstrates the imbecility of 
our regular portiee. Competent political 
leaders will always have snfiicient foresight 
to keep tho public bo ooonpiod with emerg­ 
ing questions of real importance that tho 
irregular skirmishers in politics cannot find 
vacant minds to listen to their heresies. 
The vigorous fight in the Philadelphia 
Convention was ovor tho platform. A great 
deal of crude stuff was rejected, and al­ 
though tho platform fiually accepted is not 
sense tho i-ejectcd parts of the one first 
proposed were a moss of arrant nousonsou 
It is needless to refute tho crotchets which 
tho Convention refused to swallow. Ono 
of them was that tho rate of interest should 
not exceed three per ceut, as if any law 
could compel a capitalist to lend at that 
rate to a person of doubtful credit The 
consequence of such a law would be tluit 
only persons of the highest oreilit could 
borrow money at alL Persons of inferior 
credit wonld be compelled to sell properly 
at a sacrifice of thirty or forty per cent in 
order to raise money in an emergency, 
whereas with free trade in money they 
might borrow at eight or ten per cent and 
be saved from selling property at a ruinons 
loss. 
Another feature of tho platform 
first re^iorted was o demand that specu­ 
lation in commodities shall bo pro­ 
hibited. 
Aside from tho impossibil­ 
ity of executing such a law it would 
bo a mistake. To bo sure, speculators, 
when lucky, sometimes got suddenly rich ; 
but they are nevertheless a benefit to tho 
community. When there is likely to bo a 
short crop spocnlators at once buy up all 
tho grain in tho market and then exact a 
high price. This is a benefit, because tho 
high price diminishes consumption and the 
scanty crop is made to last till another har­ 
vest, whereas without such enhancement of 
price there might be a famine boforo tho next 
harvest. A groat deal of nonsense embodied 
in the first platform was rejected by a largo 
majority of tho Convention, and the pb>t- 
form finally adopted was not quite so glar- 
ingly irrational. Tho national party niny 
make an important figure in tho politics of 
tho year unless tho regular parties evince a 
better grasp of tho political situation. 


C o n s tru e tlv e C ruaU jr to C H lld rsn . 
In tho number of our : ociotics for mind­ 
ing other people’s business tho Society lor 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children may 
be named os honorably distinguished for 
tho good it lias done. But it appears to bo 
not without a disposition that is tho common 
wuakncsH of these instrnmonts of miscel­ 
laneous benevolence. This is excessive 
zoal. All organizations, inoorpciratod or 
nut, that are nominally for general benefit 
and for private charity are administered by 
men who, when honest, aro of an enthusiastic 
naturo, and foicc, uudur tho cognizanco of 
tho laws on which they act by extreme in- 
terpretotions of tho text, circumstiinocs that 
have little or no relation with their proper 
fanctioD, and the consequence is that wrong 
aud injnstioo are done iu the name of good 
will and charity. Our courts havo lauily 
boon called upon to interfere against this 
society in tho interests of ono Itubino, 
called a Communist, but who would appar­ 
ently bo more accurately described os a pro­ 
fessional mendicant, who, because of his 
blindncBS, was led about tho streets by his 
children. Constructivoly it is a cruelty to 
children to thus educate thorn to beggary, but 
it is not that kind of immediate and phys­ 
ical cruelty and hardship that this society 
was instituted to prevent It appcors that 
Rubino. an Italian, is a person ol some oul- 


tnre, and an educated Italian, however 
poor, ought not to be condemned unheard 
os a person of brutal instincts. His wife is 
a French woman, and if possessed of the 
energetic temper of her race is also appar­ 
ently possessed of its sympathetic nature. 
The home of these poor people teems with 
pets, and it is not rational to suppose that 
people who havo parrots, monkeys and 
chickens in their apartments and keep 
them clean with all that can be wanting 
in kindness or disciplinary supervision of 
their children. It is a straining of the law 
to apply to a case like this the statute giv­ 
ing to the custody of the society tho chil­ 
dren of ihose poor people. They have not 
violated that law. If tho father has violated 
a statute against mendicancy punish him 
for that But to proceed as has been done 
is to punish the misdemeanor of begging in 
the streets by depriving people like these of 
almost tho only happiness they havo in tho 
world—the delight of tho society of their 
children. This is to be barbarous and sav­ 
age out of very tenderness of heart. 


F a ilu re o f th e S ilv e r BIIL 
Statistics of the deepest interest to 
humanity, and especially to oppressed 
communities who aspire to be relieved by 
legislation, have just been published show­ 
ing that all tho sections of this country 
which most clamorously demanded the pas­ 
sage of tho Silver bill have, since its pas­ 
sage, received less silver than those ports 
which not only did not want the bill, but 
opposed its passage. As the reporters put 
this case, tho sections that clamored for 
silver legislation do not want silver coin, 
but have finally conclnded that green­ 
backs arc good enough for them. 
But that view misicprosents tho people. 
'I'ho truth is that the sections which urged 
the passage of tho bill had less money 
than the other sections before, and they 
have less money than the other sections 
now. This proves the bill to be a failure, 
for the people intended that it should over­ 
come all inequalities in this respect What 
is the use of a Silver bill that does not make 
it easy for the people to have a pocket fnll 
of silver. On the old-fashioned money sys- 
toEQS it was always understood that whether 
the money was silver or gold or paper a 
man could not get hold of any considerable 
quantity of it unless he had some valuable 
commodity to bo exchanged for it It was 
intended to abolish all that by tho Bland 
bill, and hero those fellows in Washington 
have after all gone and made a law that 
does not in the least improve the condition 
of the poorer sections of tho country. This 
18 heartrending, and Congress should bo 
burned—in effigy. 


Tki* F lo rid a a n d L o u is ia n a F ra u d * . 
Tho agreement among the democrats in 
Congress to order an investigation of the 
fraud question is merely a docision by the 
wiser and cooler heads of the party to keep 
this matter under their own control. They 
are willing enough to uso this subject for 
eloctioneeriug purposes, but do not intoud 
that tho oountry shall be disturbed and the 
democratic party weakened by a revolution­ 
ary attempt to dispossess Mr. Hayes and 
inaugurate Mr. Tilden. If it shall appear 
in the course of tho investigation that Mr. 
Noyes, our Minister to France, or any other 
civil officer of tho United States was a party 
to tho frauds, snoh officer or officers will bo 
impeached, and impoaohmeut trial^ rest­ 
ing on strong grounds of evidence, would 
mako a great deal of democmtio party capi­ 
tal. Unless os a basis for impeachment 
nothing practical is likely to result from 
the investigation. 
A u E x p lo re r to tli« R e tc u * . 
Dr. Isaac L Ilayes comes in at the 
eleventh hour with an excise bill which, if 
it should become a law, would afford some 
little relief to the cities of the State, and es­ 
pecially to New York. The bill, which was 
introduced in tho Assembly yesterday by 
Dr. Hayes and in tho Senate by Mr. Ecclc- 
slne, permits licenses for tho sole of spir- 
itous liqnors, wines and beer “to be drunk 
on tho premises” to bo granted to the keep­ 
ers of restaurants and dining rooms in the 
cities of tho State. Two provisos arc em­ 
braced in tho bill; the restaurant people 
are required to bo moral and the 
meals to bo warm. Wicked proprietors 
and cold outs 
are 
excluded from 
the benefit of tho law. Oyster stows and 
hash would legalizo a license, while half a 
dozen raw or pork and beans wonld be re­ 
jected as a lawful qualification. Tho bill is 
a good ono as for as it goes. Under the 
present absurd and inoperative law such 
places os Dulmonico’rt downtown restaurants 
are not entitled to a license, and if tho low 
were to bo strictly enforced the people 
would bo deprived of the accommodation of 
the best eoting houses in tho city. The 
Hayes bill authorizes tho licensing of such 
places, and, while it is only a slight im­ 
provement on the present law, tho people 
will think theinsolves lortniiato to receive it 
from a Lcgisluturo that has nut manifested 
any great respect for tho wishes and inter­ 
ests of tho city of Now York,
